According to the Albany Fire 
J parents annual report, the 
_iraerober force answered 395 
alavms in 1964, compared to 325 
‘n 1963, One hundred and four 
wiaims involved fire; 172, other 
chan fire, and 119, inhalator, 


Causes of 22 of the fires were af 


unknown; 19 were  cigaret- 
caused; 10, electrical appliances. 
Five were caused by children 
with matches, four by over heated 
cooking oil—one was caused by 
a candle, ; 

Twenty-nine lockouts or eet 
keys prompted calls; 26 ¢ 
other than fires were ineesHehas 
false alarms; four were uninten- 
tional; 20 calls were on auto ac- 
cidents; 10, power wire down; 
seven, broken water pipes, one 
was a child on the roof, 

Four children were caught in 
chairs; one finger was caught in 
a tin can; two birds required 
rescue, three people fell down, 
needed help. Eight gas odor and 
seven gas leak calls were re- 
corded. 

Ninety of those needing the in- 
halator crew were revived; 24 
were dead on arrival. 

September was the peak month 
for alarms with 44 recorded; last 
year (1963) April and August 
were peak months with 32 each. 
Second in 1964 were December 
and October with 41 each. 

Property losses by fire in 1964 
were $29,540. Property endan- 
gered by fire was valued at 
$273,875. 

The department's eight ve- 
hicles travelled 7,072 miles dur- 
ing 1964, compared to 6,900 in 
1963, Equipment includes a 1945 
Mack truck; 1941 Seagrave truck; 
White pumper, 1948; Chevrolet 
squad, 1954; Seagrave pumper, 
1927 (that’s not a typographical 
error); Chevrolet rescue, 1950. 

The resuscitor squad answered 
summonses for 67 males; 48 fe- 
males. Heart conditions, strokes, 
asthma or other breathing diffi- 
culties made up the bulk of the 
calls. Sixty-six of the J19 pa- 
tients were taken to Herrick hos- 
pital by Albany Police Depart- 
ment ambulance; seven were 
taken to other hospitals by priv- 
ate ambulance; 16 patients were 
left in a recovered condition; six 
were left in care of a physician; 
six died en route to the hospital. 
Sixty-three calls involved persons 
61 through 85 years of age. One 
was for a person over 85. Nine 
calls were for youngsters up to 
age five 

Fire Chief Browne also reports 
424 burning permits were issued 
and 318 inspections were conduct: 
ed. Fire Prevention Week and 
Spring Cleanup campaigns were 
conducted,
